SUSPEND THE RATES 


The National Petroleum Association, by 
petition before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, has caused to be suspended 
the proposed advance of a half to a cent 
and a half in oil rates from Wellsville. 
Olean, Bradford, Warren, Titusville, Oil 
City and other Eastern refining points, to 
points in) QOhio, Indiana, Kentucky and 
West Virginia. The susepnsion was et 
fective May Ist and until August 29th. 

The rates were advanced by the roads on 
the ground that Erie, Pa., was being dis 
criminated against. The advance covered 
a large number of commodities, but the 
suspension affects only oil. 


The Centraline Oil Co. is arranging its 
new plant at Chicago Heights, Ill. The 
company recently purchased the site of the 
old Chicago Heights planing mill, a_ plot 
of ground 100 by 252 feet, and also several 
buildings, situated at Jackson avenue and 
26th street. The larger building, 40 by 60 
feet and three stories high, has been 
remodeled into a warehouse. One of the 
smaller additions, 16 by 20 feet, will be 
used as a compounding room, while an- 
other addition, 18 by 20 feet, as a boiler and 
pump house. A_ suitable office building is 
being constructed at the entrance to the 
plant. Twelve tanks, with a total capacity 
of 144,000 gallons, will be used for lubri 
cating storage. There will be additional 
facilities for the light oils. A private 
switch from the C. & E. I. runs into the 
property.

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Why Should Minneapolis? 


This question is now before every oil jobber in the country. 
Here is the answer: 


There will be practical questions discussed on the everyday problems of the jobbers’ business. If 
two practical men discuss them, that discussion will be of fair practical value to me; if ten practical 
men talk them over, it will be of ten times greater value, while if four hundred men argue these points, 
I am sure to get a big bunch of pointers on my own plant, and my own business, that I couldn't get 
otherwise. And I will get a chance to ask some of those fellows a few questions that I’ve had in my 
system a long time. 


There will be some big men there who'll talk on how to make a cussed gasoline engine run, when 
I've tried everything in the list of petroleum products in its cups, and all the gravity gasolines in its 
evlinders. 


They are going to figure out some new wrinkles to add to the Marketers’ Association's work. I 
don't know whether an Association Collection Bureau will work or not, but I get a few bad ac- 
counts every month that I'd like to have the money for. 


If the Association can get the cash for me, 
all right. 


I've been stung on some bum salesmen—one in just the other day, who drew his expense money 
and then lit out. If the Association’s going to keep tab on these fellows for me and it saves me 
getting caught just once even on one of these bums, that will mean more than my railroad fare to 
Minneapolis. 


I don’t get into lawsuits any oftener than I can help, but even the last one, that I won, cost me 
$500 for my own attorney's fees, so maybe a board of arbitration won't be so bad after all. Be- 
sides, I know these cottonseed oil fellows have been arbitrating their own disputes for many years, 


and they seem to like it. Maybe I will. Vll find out. 


But | would like to have a bunch of experts who are on the level and who know what they are 
talking about, to test my oils and whose report on what those oils really are will settle the question 
once and for all so I won't be having a two month’s squabble with the refinery and the tank of oil 
setting on the siding and drawing demurrage every day, while my expert says it’s so much flash 
and the refinery’s expert says it’s something else. The Bureau of Mines will have a man there who'll 
tell how he is making tests and specifications for the government to buy oils on, and it’s right in line 
with my troubles. I’m for looking into that scheme. 


Now, here I’m sued by a man who says that some of my burning oil he got off a grocer had gaso- 
line in it and blew up his wife when she lit the fire. The grocer’s got no money, but he thinks | 
have. My lawyer doesn’t know nothing about oil and I don’t know nothing about law. Ed Hilpp, of 
the Kentucky Consumers’ Oil Co., down at Louisville, writes me that he’s stung, too, on some suits, 
and that he’s going to bring it up at Minneapolis and see if the Association can’t work out some way 
to protect us fellows a bit or to help us defend these suits. No reason that an Association can’t do 
something about it that'll save me some money and a lot of worry. 


Here’s one of my salesmen just now wants to know how much lubricating oil a fourteen hundred 
watt—what? revolutions is it? dynamo will need and whether it ought to be 200 fire or 600 or what, 
and what viscosity he’d need, and that the sample he tried didn’t work; just gummed her up almost to 
a standstill. Lord, I'll have to get some dope from those lubricating experts at that Minneapolis 
show, sure. 

Here, John—John, he’s my bookkeeper—write that man Simmons, at Chicago, today and tell him 
to save me a lower berth on that special train he’s getting up to Minneapolis. And say, John, if we 
aren't members of that Marketers’ Association vet, write the secretary at Cleveland today and tell 
him we want to be, so he can have it all fixed up by the time | get to Minneapolis.

PROUTY INQUIRES. 

\nswering a question by Chairman 
Prouty as to whether his company was a 
ubsidiary of the Standard Oil Company, 
he replied that the stock of the Prairie 
company was owned by the National 
Pransit Company and the stock of the Na- 
tional Transit Company was owned by the 
Standard Oil Company. 

Commissioner Prouty asked whether it 
lowered the grade of their output to mix, 
for instance, 36 and 26. gravities. He 
replied that it would bring it to a level, 
and while it reduces the high grade, yet it 
brings up grades which they could not 
otherwise market He admitted that no 
other inteerst could go up to Griffith and 
compete unless they cared to go in and 
build up a line. 

Chairman Prouty said: “Yes, so could 
someone else,if they builta line paralleling 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, do the same 
business, but they can't do it,” and he 
classed it as a “monopoly.” 


Mr Fitzpatrick stated that the building 
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of pipe lines was not the purpose for 
which the Prairie was organized, but it has 
acquired the right of way by absolute pur- 
chase, without any special privilege and it 
is Operated for its own business and 1s now 
delivering to its own customers 110,000 bar- 
rels per day. 

He thinks that to make them common 
carriers would confiscate their business; 
that they could not do a carrier business 
as they are at present constructed Phe 
object is to have the crude reach a com- 
mon gravity at point of delivery, so that 
the return of inferior grades is avoided. 
ven as it is, their output has to come up 
to certain specification, and if it does not 
they immediately hear of it. 

DENIES CONGRESS’ POWER. 

\s to making them a common carrier and 
making it obligatory upon them to trans- 
port for others at a fair rate, and his con- 
sideration of it as contiscatory, he stated 
that Congress has not the power to deprive 
the owners of the pipe lines of the lawful 
use of their own property for their own 
purpose, although it may be taken by com- 
pensation. 

“To just the same extent as there is no 
power in Congress to compel the chairman 
of the Commission to vacate his position 
on the bench and serve the public as a 
common practitioner at the bar, so there is 
no power in Congress to take the private 
property of a man or a private corporation 
which is used for one purpose and deliver it 
over to some other business,” said Mr. 
Fitzpatrick. “That is not a matter for

because the United States Su- 
preme Court, in the government dissolution 
case against Standard QOil held that the 
various pipe lines, no matter how operated, 
were a part of the monopoly on interstate 
commerce and the court specifically gave 
the dissolved monopoly the right, for the 
purpose of securing a through route of pipe 
lines, to 9%perate under one management the 
lines forming a through and continuous 
route. The mere incident that the Prairie 
Oil & Gas Company, as a part of the crude 
transportation facility, does not profess to 
be a common carrier, is immaterial. It is 
obvious that the Supreme Court looked be- 
yond all the fictions surrounding and at- 
tached to these various instrumentalities 
such as owning and transporting its own 
products alone, the division of the agencies 
of transportation at state lines and the ex 
tension of plant facilities across the state, 
and found the substance in view of the 
interest that the public had in those instru- 
mentalities; and those things in which the 
public has an interest, whether a public util- 
ity or a quasi-public utility, or performing 
the office as such, the public undoubtedly 
may control 

Synopsis of answer by the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, by attorneys Ches- 
ter O. Swain, John G. Milburn and M. F. 
Elliott: 

The provisions ot the Interstate Com- 
merce act apply only to common carriers 


(including common carrier pipe lines), and 


to such of them only as are common car- 
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riers at common law The act specifically 
limits the application of its principal pro- 
visions to those railroads which are com- 
mon carriers as understood at common law 
\ construction should not be favored which 
makes Congress, in the same act, adopt a 
different policy toward pipe lines and to 
include all lines, common and private car- 
riers. Had that been Congress’ intention 
instead of saying “who shall be considered 
and held to be common carriers,” it would 
have said, “who are hereby declared to be 
common carriers.” A federal circuit court 
held that an article of the Louisiana con- 
stitution did not include private logging 
railroads in its term of common carrier. 
Does not the phrase “any person. . . en- 
gaged in the transportation of oil . by 
pipe lines” mean engaged therein for profit? 
Do we say a manufacturing company that 
owns a railroad for its own use as engaged 
in railroading? That language can only 
be appropriately used when transportation 
is the direct and principal occupation or 
business of the corporation. The objects of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission as 
expressed in one case by the U. S. Supremy 
Court, do not include regulating private 
railroads or private pipe lines, nor do they 
apply thereto. 

If the act does apply to private lines then 
it is unconstitutional in that it takes pri- 
vate property without compensation. The 
case of Munn ys. Illinois shows that when 
one “devotes” his property to the public 
interest he is subject to public control anu 
that he may withdraw the grant of public 
interest in the public use of his property by 
discontinuing its use. Many court decisions 
are cited where persons have objected to 
private property being regulated and courts 
held the property was not being offered tu 
public use. The United States Supreme 
Court in Weems Steamboat Co. vs. Peo- 
ple’s Co. held that a private wharf on a 
navigable stream did not have to be openea 
to any persons that the owners did not 
want to open it to, so long as the owner did 
not hold the wharf out for public use and 
demand compensation for that use 

The act contains no definition of a “com- 
mon carrier,” and decisions of courts in this 
country show that the common law defini- 
tion has been followed, which definition has 
been upheld by the courts of England; that 
only those who hold themselves out to the 
public, or who perform the function fo. 
the general public, are common carriers 

Companies organized under business cor- 
peration laws and which profess to do and 
are actually doing only a private business, 
even if it be a transportation business, are 
not subject to regulation under the Inter 
state Commerce act. Such companies lack 
the essential characteristics of a holding out 
to the public for general services. It has 
been held in numerous cases that indus- 
trial railroads built for the transaction of 
private business are not subject to liability 
as common carriers. (Decisions are cited.) 

“It does not appear from the record nor 
is it the fact that this respondent has ever 
refused to receive the oil of others into its 
pipe lines.”

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Synopsis of answer of Attorney Chamber- 
lin for the Independent lines: 

The Prairie Oil & Gas Company is a 
Kansas corporation and the Kansas legis- 
lature, February 28, 1905, passed a law mak- 
ing all pipe lines common carriers. The 
wording of that law leaves no question but 
that it applied to lines then laid as well as 
to future lines. The state constitution spe- 
cifically limits legislative power to creating 
corporations subject to amendment or re- 
peal of their charters, in view of which 
there is no question but the Kansas pipe 
line act amended the charter of the Prairie 
Company. Long list of court decisions gives 
this right to the state. There can be no 
question of impairment of the rights of 
stockholders, for they were bound to know 
the law of the state and therefore their 
stock was purchased with the full under- 
standing that the contract was lable to be 
changed. The stockholders could either 
have accepted the amendment to their char- 
ter or else surrendered the charter. Court 
decisions support this and also that their 
acquiescence to the amendment amounts to 
an acceptance of it. The famous case of 
Munn vs. Illinois was where the United 
States Supreme Court decided that the state 
had the right to tix maximum charges for 
grain storage in private elevators if the 
state decided that such regulation was nec 
essary to the public good. ~The same de 
cision would apply exactly to the l’rairie 
company, and Ohio Oil Company in Ohio, 
which state passed a common carrier pipe 
line act in 1904

QUESTION NO. 4 BY THE COMMIS- 
SION. 

“Does the utilization by a pipe line of the 
right-of-way of a common carrier railroad im- 
press upon that pipe line the obligations of a 
common carrier?” 

Synopsis of answer of Attorney Chamber- 
lin for the Independent lines: 

Where the railroad had an easement to 
the surface of the ground for the purpose 
of common carriage, courts have held that 
such property can only be used for that 
purpose and that a common carrier cannot 
transfer its right in the use of the easement 
to other persons for a private use. Where 
it does the private person is a trespasser on 
the rights of those owning the fee to the 
land. If the pipe lines maintain they do 
not use the surface then they are still 
trespassers on the owners of the fee, and 
subject to an action for damages. If the 
pipe lines bought the land which the rail- 
roads own, then the lines are enjoying the 
fruits of the exercise of the right of emi- 
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nent domain without fulfilling the obligation 
therefor, which is repugnant to law. 


Synopsis of answer by Standard Oil of 
New Jersey: 

No lines in Maryland are laid on railroad 
right of way and only 51 miles, in all, else 
where are on railroad property, all of which 
roads own the land in fee. The case 
of Currie vs. N. Y. Transit Co. in the New 
Jersey courts, where a_ property holder 
whose land had been taken for railroad pur- 
poses sought to compel the removal of the 
pipe line on the railroad property; the court 
held that the only question involved was 
one of the power of the railroad’s charter, 
which could only be raised by the state 
At the outside, the pipe line could only be 
a trespasser on either the rights of the rail- 
road or those of the person whose land was 
taken by the railroad, and the only action 
that could possibly be taken would be one 
to oust the pipe line from the property. 


Synopsis of answer by Gulf Pipe line com- 
panies. 

Railroad companies cannot permit others 
to occupy their right-of-way for any other 
than railroad purposes. This is sustained 
by the court decisions. 


QUESTION NO. 5 BY THE COM- 
MISSION. 

“Does the utilization by a pipe line of a 
highway acquired for or dedicated to the pub- 
lic use impress upon that pipe line the obliga- 
tions of a common carrie) 

Answer of Attorney Chamberlin for the 
Independent lines: 

Land taken for a public highway is taken 
for a public use and it cannot be transferred 
except it continue to be in the public use. 
Even though the pipe is underground and 
not on the surface of the highway property, 
still the surface must have been occupied 
to construct the line and to maintain it. 


Synopsis of answer by Standard Oil of 
New Jersey: 

The only manner in which any highway 
has been utilized by any S. O. line is by 
laying the lines below the surface across or 
alongside of the highway. The right to so 
lay the lines was obtained from the abutting 
property owners who hold the fee to the 
land of all highways to the center of the 
roadway. Court decisions show that the 
abutting property holders have the right 
to lay water pipes, chutes, etc., under the 
roadway, so long as they don’t more than 
momentarily halt progress along the road, 
as these pipe lines in New Jersey come 
under the abutting property owners’ rights 
and not the public’s rights. 


Synopsis of answer by the Tidewater Pipe 
Company, Ltd. 

Mr. Lewis takes the same position as the 
other attorneys, that the public has only a 
right to the surface of a highway and that 
the abutting property holders control what 
is underneath it. 


Synopsis of answer by the Gulf Pipe Line 
companies. 

We think court decisions, and especially 
the recent Kansas Natural Gas Company’s 
decision, gives the abutting property own- 
ers right to permit pipe lines to cross under 
highways. 
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QUESTION NO. 6 BY THE COM- 
MISSION. 


“Assume that throughout a series of years 
prior to November 1, 1905, the ptpe lines of 
the New York Transit Co. in the State of 
Vew Jersey, and the pipe lines of the National 
Transit Co. in the States of New Jersey and 
Maryland, engaged in the transportation of 
crude oil for the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey, The Seep Agency, and others, and 
that the New York Transit Co. was a com- 
mon carrier by pipe line incorporated unde 
the laws of the State of New York, and that 
the National Transit Co. was a common car- 
rier by pipe line incorporated under the laws 
of the State of Pennsylvania, was such trans- 
portation by these lines in New Jersey and 
Maryland transportation by them as common 
carriers?” 


Answer by Attorney Chamberlin for the 
Independent lines: 


“Wherever a corporation goes for busi 
ness, it carries its charter, as that is the 
law of its existence, and the charter is: the 
same abroad that it is at home. Whatever 
disabilities are placed upon the corporation 
at home, it retains abroad, and whatever 
le gislatiy e control it is subjected to at home, 
must be recognized and submitted to by 
those who deal with it elsewhere,” says the 
United States Supreme Court in Canada S$ 
Ky. Co. vs. Gebhard, and many other de 
cisions are to the same end. The broad 
definition given by the courts . leaves no 
doubt whatever that they were actually en- 
gaged in interstate commerce as common 
carriers prior to Nov. 1, 1905. 


Synopsis of answer by the Standard Oil 
of New Jersey: 


“The assumptions of fact in this question 
are not in accordance with the facts. It 
appears that the pipe lines in question, prior 
to 1906, had been used only for the trans- 
portation of crude oil for the Standard Oil 
Company of New York; and that the transit 
companies had not in any way held them 
selves out to carry oil through the New 
Jersey and Maryland state lines for the 
general public. 

“It is quite clear that carrying oil for a 
single customer would not, in itself, con 
stitute a pipe line company a common car- 
rier. So also the fact that the transit com 
panies were organized as common Carriers 
in New York and Pennsylvania, did not 
make these companies common carriers in 
New Jersey, unless they were in fact carry- 
ing for the public generally in that state 
or were holding themselves out to do so.” 

Authorities show that even companies or- 
ganized under transportation laws which 
grant the right of eminent domain and 
common carrier franchises and impose pub- 
lic duties are not necessarily common car- 
riers within the meaning of the act unless 
actually operating as such. (The authori- 
ties quoted were to the effect that they 
would have to have more than a charter on 
a short stretch of track, such as a spur, 
for it to be a common carrier in fact. 


“It is clear that the transit companies 
were not in fact operating the New Jersey 
and Maryland lines for the public, nor hold- 
ing themselves out to do so, during the 
period prior to November, 1905.” 
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Synopsis of answer by the Gulf Pipe Line 
companies. 

Companies chartered in one state enter 
another state only on conditions imposed 
by the second state. The charter from the

Synopsis of answer by Standard Oil of 
New Jersey: 

“As the transit companies prior to No- 
vember, 1905, were not operating the lines 
in New Jersey and Maryland for the bene- 
fit of the public, nor offering to carry 
through these lines for the public, and had 
never done so, the essential element in this 
question falls to the ground and the answer 
must be in the negative

GENERAL GULF STATEMENT. 

The Gulf Pipe Line companies, through 
Mr. Proctor, offered the suggestion in a 
general statement in his brief that the com- 
mission either not attempt any fixing of 
rates or regulations now, or if it deems such 
action essential, that it call Congress’ at- 
tention to the matter that it may enacr 
laws that will bring all the pipe line com- 
panies under the control of the commission. 

Mr. Proctor argued that the regulations 
that the commission could make now would 
only apply to a few independent lines which 
handle a minority of the production of the 
country. This, he said, would handicap the 
independent lines in competing with the 
Standard and the Standard’s lines. He ar- 
gued that the oil producer would be injured 
by any interference with the present condi- 
tions, pointing out that in the opening of 
a new field the Gulf and Texas companies 
would have to lay common carrier lines to 
that field, where the Prairie Oil & Gas 
Company would lay private lines and that 
the rate for transporting oil through the 
Gulf and Texas lines, as fixed by the com- 
mission, would have to be less than the

TO HALT INCREASE 


Plan Weight Agreement With the 
Railroads 


I:fforts to get the petroleum trade and 
the railroads together on a weight agree- 
ment are being made to head off the pro- 
spective raising of shipping costs on mixed 
cars by the roads requiring them to go at 
eetual weight. 

Phe railroads claim that in many cases 
they have found the oil trade billing out 
mixed cars of oil and petrolatum, axle 
on the estimated weight of 410 
pounds a barrel, or 250 a half barrel. The 


yrease, etc 


estimated weight applies only to the oil, 
the other should go at actual weight. The 
roads say they aren't getting what they are 
entitled to under the tariff by the estimated 
weight being applied to the whole car. 

To have all mixed cars go at actual 
weight was the proposal discussed at the 
meeting of the Official Classification com- 
mittee last month. QOil men protested that 
it would be unjust. It was finally intimated 
that perhaps the roads would be willing to 
let the present weight basis stand, provid- 
ing the shippers would agree to let them 
put inspectors on their books long enough 
to see that soap, grease, ete, were going 
at actual and not estimated weight. Rep- 
resentatives of the Indian Refg.

(By Special Correspondent.) 
TAMPICO, MEXICO, May 3.—A heavy 
tax on all petroleum produced in this coun- 
try, in order to support the increased stand- 
ing army of the government, is the latest 
inside information on the “revolution.” The 
tax may run from 30 to 50 cents (Mexican) 
a barrel, which would put an enormous bar- 
rier in the way of execution of present con- 

tracts. 
Along the entire east coast of 
tranquility reigns supreme.

Yet one finds 
an undercurrent of unrest among the peons, 
and it would not take much of a leader to 
excite them to deeds of outlawry. Condi- 
dons down here in every respect are simply 
votten. The Mexican’s hatred of an Amer- 
can is only equalled by his cringing fear 
f him. <A “gringo” is discriminated against 
‘n stores, banks, postoffice, federal tele- 
rraph, railway stations, etc., in favor of the 
vaative. We have not received a piece of 
second class mail in eight days. 

The oil business in Mexico is almost at a 
standstill, due to two causes, waiting for 
the new tankers ordered to move the oil 
and the uncertainty of the political situa- 
tion. The Mexicans, as a whole, which in- 
cludes the Madero administration, are now 
alive to the fact that during the Diaz regime 
scheming Americans and Englishmen put 
one over on them by gigantic land grabs 
in the way of which have 
proven by development to be the richest in 
the country. For this land the 
received nothing.

VOTE WAR BONDS. 


\s a starter at Mexico City, April 22, the 


chamber of deputies, after a bitter and at

The second reading of 
the bill granting the president authority to 
expend $20,000,000 Mexican money—$10,- 
000,000 gold—to increase the Mexican army 
to 60,000 men, was given in the chamber of 
deputies, April 24.

“that this money shall be raised wholly or 
in part by issuing bonds to be paid in na- 
tional or foreign money according to the 
judgment of the chief executive, for not 
more than five years, bearing interest at not 
more than four and a half per cent annually, 
and at a rate of issue not less than 92 per 
cent on condition that no federal property 
shall be given as guarantee of the debt, and 
that there shail be no special tax levied to 
meet it.

Court Can’t Figure Out Big 
Damages Against Standard 


The suit of George H. Phelps, attorney 
and oil producer of Findlay, O., against the 
various Standard Oil ex-interests in Ohio 
for $100,000 damages for alleged manipula- 
tion of the crude oil market against his in- 
terest, was dismissed by the trial court at 
Findlay last month. 

The court held that Mr. Phelps had not 
shown his measure of damages and that, al- 
though it appreciated that he might have 
been injured, still the court insisted upon 
the measure of that injury being shown 
specifically and it held that Phelps’ evidence 
lacked definiteness. 

The court also ruled that there was no 
fraud in the monopoly of the Standard as 
regards making its price for crude oil and 
its purchase of the same, and therefore 
ruled against Mr. Phelps’ contention that 
the statute of limitations had not yet run 
against the bulk of his damages. Mr. 
Phelps said that he was entitled to damages 
for the entire period the Standard has been 
in the Lima-Indiana field and did not have 
to file suit on same until four years after 
discovery of the fraud, which discovery, he 
said, was made when the government’s case 
was finally decided. Under the court's rul- 
ing Mr. Phelps’ statement of damage was 
only considered for six years prior to filing 
his suit. 


SOUGHT EXCESSIVE PROFITS. 


Mr. Phelps sought to estimate his dam- 
ages by taking what he said were the ex- 
cessive profits of the Solar Refining Com- 
pany, which ran all his crude. He submit- 
ted that these excess profits represented the 
difference between what the oil really was 
worth and what the producer got for it. 

The court opposed this theory, saying 
that if it was accepted then from what fund 
would the producers, who had sold to Inde- 
pendent refiners at the market, obtain their 


redress, for, the court said, that if Mr 
Phelps was damaged all the producers were 
equally injured. 

In stating his opinion on this point the 
judge said, “And however much the incli- 
nations of the individual judge might be to 
leave the realm of fact for the field of con- 
jecture” he would have to abide by the 
rules of law. <As to Phelps’ method, the 
court said that the measure of damage 
would then be dependent upon the success 
of the Solar company, whereas whether that 
company was successful or not the damage 
should still obtain. The excessive profits 
of the Solar he said might have been from 
the Standard interests getting too bigh a 
price for the finished product by virtue of 
their monopoly. 

The court argued that the plaintiff ought 
to be able to figure out the “economic” 
value of the oil when, if the price paid 
him was less than this “economic” value, he 
was injured and entitled to the difference, 
but the court did not undertake to say how 
to’: arrive at the economic value of the oil, 
a question that Mr. Phelps had been trying 
to get at for two years. 

In closing, the court held that as Mr. 
Phelps was a producer of the oil he would 
not be injured anyway, but that it would be 
the landowner who would suffer, the court 
going on the assumption that the land- 
owner's royalty would be the only factor 
that would vary according to the extent of 
or lack of competition in the 
purchases. The greater the monopoly, 
argued the court, the cheaper would the 
producer get his leases. 

There will be a review of the case in 
the circuit court at Lima, May 14th.

In other 
words, according to the terms, the lessee 
must kiss his thousand good-bye whether 
the lease is worth a cent or not. Operators 
would not object to furnishing a bond to 
insure the faithful carrying out of the terms 
of the lease, but they would like some pro- 
Vision to get it back 

Clause 4, providing “That the lessee shall 
immediately develop the land,” also comes 
in for a great deal of criticism. In case a 
man has more than forty acres leased, has 
leases on several pieces, it would be a phys- 
ical impossibility to conform to this pro- 
vision. In new and unproven territory no 


man would be foolish enough, even if he 


had the necessary capital, to start a dozen 
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or two dozen or fifty holes at once. Such a 


provision is held to be unjust. The lease

The cyclone season is in full bloom in 
the southwest, and the fertile soil of Okla- 
homa is growing twisters far in excess ot 
any possible demand. Life in Oklahoma i- 
just one durned cyclone, then a flock of ‘em. 
During the past two weeks northeastern 
Oklahoma has entertained its full share ot 
storms. The keen edge of our appetite has 
worn off and we no longer hanker after the 
seventy-mile wind, the cloudburst, the hail- 

storm, or the deadly lightning. 


These storms have done a great deal ot 
damage to the oil industry. blowing down 
derricks, etc. Lightning has done its shar« 
in the destruction and has set tire to two 
refineries, besides firing a number of stor- 
age tanks throughout fields.

ASK FOR MERCY 


S. O. of Indiana Wants to be Left 
in Missourt 


To save to itself, its property in Missouri, 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana, May 
1, came into the Missouri Supreme Court 
in what will probably be the last stage of 
the state’s seven year tight against Standard 
Oil. 

This time the Standard filed a motion for 
modification of the ouster decree against it, 
following affirmation of that decree by the 
United States Supreme Court. The com- 
pany is now willing to pay the $50,000 tine 
against it and comport itself as a true in- 
dependent company. 

The company has some $3,750,000 of prop- 
erty in the state, consisting largely of its 
refinery at Sugar Creek, Mo. With the mo- 
tion was filed an affidavit signed by P. C. 
Cranshaw, of Chicago, saying that in 1911 
the company sold under contract 21,000,000 
gallons of oil (kind not specified) and 3,- 
360,000 gallons of fuel oil in Kansas City; 
1,596,000 gallons of fuel oil at St. Joseph, 
Mo.; 71,400,000 gallons of fuel oil at other 
points in the state; 19,572,000 gallons of gas 
oil; 1,806,000 gallons of road oil and 193,000 
gallons of oil for heating orchards

Having been educated in the — public 
school, in preparation to his college course 
of “hard knocks,” he began his career as a 
flunkey on the connection gang for the 
Standard Oil Co. He had been promoted 
when the Sistersville. W. Va., field) was 
discovered, and was the proud possessor ot 
a thief and gage pole. 


This method of garnering this worlds 
goods was too slow tor Lew. Hence he in- 
vested his earnings in some leases. The 
tickle goddess smiled, waved her wang and 
Lew awoke one morning the youngest Oi 
Producer in West Virginia, with the pro- 
verbial “roll” big enough to choke an ox. 
Lew was a deserving fellow, of all the 
wealth and honors that had so suddenly 
been heaped upon him. He had wrestled 
with obscurity until now he had been able 
to rise like the morning star with all its 
lustre. He was only a boy, yet successful 
in business, a winner in the great game of 
hearts, for about this time he married one 
of the most popular and sterling girls of 
West Virginia. 

In 1898 the microbe of “Wanderlust” got 
into his veins. He had dreams and visions, 
the gold fever in Alaska was raging. The 
hoary-headed mountains beckoned him; he 
dreamed of the rainbow’s end and its gold. 
The mountains crooned their songs to him— 
“Yes, they're wanting me, they’re haunting 

me, the awful lonely places; 

They're whining and they're whimpering 

as if each had a soul. 
They're calling from the wilderness, the 
vast and godlike spaces, 

The stark and sullen solitudes that senti- 

nel the pole.” 

God has ever been careful in designing 
an Oil Man. The material is always of the 


best. And in the old line oil man there is 
wrapped up in his hide the best blood, the 
biggest heart that can be squeezed into the 
space. Of such material was Gorham. In 
1898 we tind him with dog and sled cross 
ing the death-dealing Chilcoot Pass, a trip 
that tried the soul of many a man. Lew met 
it with the same spirit of the traditional oil 
man that always wins; he and his compan 
ion crossed in safety twelve hours before 
that frightful avalanche that hurled so many 
souls into eternity. 


Six years was spent in the frozen north 
along the Yukon river, Dawson City and 
Eagle Pass, mucking and slaving, trying to 
pull from the guts of the ice clad mountains 
the yellow metal, that his home ‘way back 
in among the green fields of Pennsylvania 
might be made comfortable. But fortune 
always had the bald and slippery side to 
Lew. She flirted and flitted beside and be 
fore his camp fires, but he never got her in 
his arms as his very own. And now at the 
age of 39 his face shows the lines of those 
winters. The hair is prematurely gray; the 
face when composed is sad, his eyes have 
lost their lustre from looking into the ice- 
clad mountains and the glaciers of that 
northland, 


“Each a brand of that devilish land 


Where he fought and lost the game.” 


But the spirit is that of a boy, and al 
though I hate to tell it, he plays the piano 
well and is as entertaining as he was in the 
days back in the little mountain state. 

He is here now, back to his first love, 
where the derrick towers in splendor, where 
the groan of the crown pulley is music, the 
short snap of the engine’s exhaust 1s food 
to his ears. Where the rocks of this earth 
are like the open book to the student—here 
he has made good, and is today a factor in 
the development of the southern oil fields 

As a leaser he is a bright and shining 
light, and when he goes to a ranchman’s 
house the old man, upon learning his name, 
turns the motto “God Bless Our Home” to 
the wall, for when Lew smiles that sancti- 
monious smile and plys_ his “dulcesest” 
tones, the breastworks are taken and capit- 
ulation is immediate and unconditional

Of Utah Field. 

The search for oil fields in the United 

States has been very active in the last few 

years, and has extended to nearly every part 

of the United States. 

This search is not limited to the inhab- 
ited regions, but is carried on no less eaget> 
ly in the deserts. As far back as 1882 E. 
l Goodridge, a prospector, thought there 
might be oil in the great desert which lies 
chiefly in northern Arizona, but also ex 
tends into southern Utah. He concluded 
to go there and investigate. 

lo reach the place he desired to examine 
it was necessary for him to go about 100 
miles, from the nearest point on the rail- 
road, through an uninhabited and almost 
unwatered country to the little Mormon 
settlement at Bluff, Utah. From that place 
he followed San Juan river westward. 

He had gone scarcely twenty miles from 
the little settlement when he found springs 
of petroleum along the river and folds in

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Take Testimony in Suit to 
Recover So. Pacitic Lands

LOS ANGELES, May 4.—The taking o1 


testimony in the government’s first suit against 
he Southern Pacific to recover oil lands al- 
leged to have been illegally acquired under 
the guise of agricultural lands, has been in 
progress for some three weeks before a spe- 
‘jal examiner of the United States District 
Court. 

The land is some 3,500 acres in the Elk 
Hills, southeast of McKittrick. This case is 
na class by itself and is based upon entirely 
different grounds from those which are ex- 
pected to follow in other parts of the state. 
The patents to these lands were issued dur- 

g Roosevelt's administration in 1903 and 
hey do not contain the clause reserving min- 
eral rights to the government contained in 

other patents. This was in accordance 
with the decision of Secretary Hitchcock in 
an application made by the Northern Pacific 
for its elimination from all railroad patents 
upon the ground that it was illegal and un- 
necessary. The case was filed just before the 
expiration of the six-year period after which 
the statute of limitations would begin to run. 
The government seeks to annul the patents 
on the ground of fraud; in the other cases it 
will concede the validity of the patent, prob- 
ably make no charge of fraud in the origi- 
nal acquisition, as the statute of limitations 
has long since been in effect, but will ask the 
‘ourts to construe the patent, after admitting 
its validity, and to rule that the mineral reser- 
vation clause is effective. 


CITE GEOLOGIST. 


To prove the charge of fraud the govern- 
ment has produced about half a dozen  wit- 
nesses, who declare that the late Josiah Owen, 
the railroad’s geologist, repeatedly declared 
his belief that the Elk Hills land was min- 
eral in character, and that he advised his 
friends to locate lands adjoining those of the 
railroad and that he, as well as E. T. Dum- 
le, the present head of the railroad’s oil de- 
partment, personally took stock in a company 
rganized to operate adjoining lands upon 
Owen's advise.

Lightning Causes Much Damage 
Oil ‘Vanks Destroyed

Mid-Continent Bureau, 
TULSA, OKLA., May 4. 
The Chelsea Retining Co.’s plant at Chel- 
sea, Okla., suffered from fire April 25. Dur- 
ing the night two crude oil tanks on op- 
posite sides of the plant were struck by 
lightning and set on fire. For a time it 
looked very serious, and it seemed certain 
that the entire plant would be destroyed, 
but by active work the fire was controlled 
before any serious damage had been done, 
except to tanks. 


One 3,000-barrel, one 2,000 barrel, and 
one 1,000-barrel crude oil tank and tive 500 
barrel distillate tanks were destroyed. The 
agitator was damaged to some extent but 
not seriously. Crude oil, benzine and naph- 
tha to the value of about $4,500 was burned 
The company was fortunate in that the 
stocks in storage at the time were small 
The total loss was less than $10,000, and 


is fully covered by insurance. 


On the same night lightning set fire to a 
crude oil tank at the plant of the Vinita 
Producing & Refining Co. at Vinita, Okla 
The plant was saved but the loss in tanks 
and oil was much greater than at Chelsea 
\t the time the tank was struck oil was 
being pumped into it from the Shaliow 
Sand field, and the storm having put the 
telephone out of commission it was some 
time before word could be sent to the field 
and the pumps shut down.

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Separates Gasoline By Its Critical Temperatures 


The separation of the lighter from the 
heavier portions of natural gas in a “recti- 
fier” by their “critical temperatures,” at 
which the different gases are liquefied, is the 
contribution of Dr. W. O. Snelling, a chem- 
ist ot the Bureau of Mines, Pittsburg, to 
the natural gas gasoline industry. 

This method of separation gets a more 
uniform product, so it is claimed, and will 
permit of further advancing the uses of 
liquefied petroleum gas. For the commer- 
cial exploiting of this new method and of 
other new features connected with the 
manufacture and use of the product, the 
American Gasol Company has been organ- 
ized at Pittsburg. To the product has been 
given the name “Gasol.” The Messrs. Rob- 
insons, Peterson, Kerrs and others inter- 
ested in the industry are working together 
along these lines in this company together 
with Dr. Snelling 

Describing this new method, Dr. Snelling 
in an address before the Pittsburg Section 
of the American Chemical Society April 
5th, said: 

“With the earliest attempts at utilizing 
the new gasoline attention seems to have 
been called to the fact that it was in nature 
not identical with ordinary or refinery gas- 
oline. Some natural-gas gasoline contains 
dissolved gases to such an extent that when 
resting quietly in a glass vessel it effer- 
vesces or “boils” strongly, and gives off 
vapors so rapidly that its volume is greatly 
reduced by standing even for a period of 


an hour or so. That the vapors thus given 
off formed an explosive mixture with air 
was forcibly shown by a series of accidents 
which were associated with the early ef- 
forts in the use of natural-gas gasoline. It 
was in the effort to find a means of separat- 
ing from natural-gas gasoline its dissolved 
gases that my first studies in connection 
with this subject were made. 


“Repeated efforts had been made to sep- 
arate the dissolved gases by distillation. In 
many cases the gasoline produced at the 
compressor had been placed in steel vessels 
heated by steam coils, and there warmed 
until a half or more of the gasoline had 
been evaporated. Even after this wasteful 
treatment the remaining gasoline was found 
to contain dissolved vapors to such an ex- 
tent that it gave abnormal pressures when 
tested, and gave off gases to such an extent 
as to be considered dangerous. Efforts were 
also made by some of the producers of nat- 
ural-gas gasoline to free their product from 
dissolved gases, by exposing the material 
to the air in shallow tanks, and I under- 
stand that at one plant over 75 per cent of 
the condensate produced was allowed to 
evaporate into the air in the effort to obtain 
a satisfactory product; but even in this ex- 
treme case the tendency of the vapors 
which escape to carry with them the heav- 
ier products, and the tendency of the heav- 
ier residue to still retain a portion of the 
dissolved gases, made this method not 
wholly successful, even after three gallons 


of condensate out of every four gallons pri 
duced had been allowed to go to waste 1 
the air. 


CUTS AT TEMPERATURES. 


“After considering the matter for son 
time it came to me as a happy inspiration 
to try to utilize the critical pressures of the 
different gases as a means for their separa 
tion. It is well known to physicists that 
there is for each gas a critical temperatur: 
above which no amount of pressure, how 
ever great, will reduce it to the liquid con- 
dition. It seemed to me that by some suit- 
able arrangement it ought to be possible 
to volatilize a mixture consisting of ethane, 
propane, butane, pentane and hexane, for 
example, and then under high pressure to 
introduce into such mixture a coil heated 
by means of superheated steam or hot 
water to such a temperature as to be above 
the critical temperature of ethane and pro- 
pane, for example, but below the critical 
temperature of butane, hexane and _pen- 
tane; and under these circumstances it 
seemed natural to suppose that the liquid 
which was separated by means of the coil 
would consist mainly of butane, pentane 
and hexane, and that the ethane and _ pro- 
pane would be left as uncondensed gases, 
to be condensed as a subsequent operation 
| carried out some exper:ments with this 
method, and found it to be all that I had 
hoped. By means of a series of coils heat- 
ed to different temperatures intermediat 
between the critical temperatures of the 
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different gases, I found it possible to frac- 
tionate the vapors from natural-gas gaso- 
line, so as to obtain as one fraction gaso- 
line equal in every respect to the best re- 
tinery gasoline, and this result was achieved 
without the loss of any of the original prod- 
ucts. 

“The critical temperature of a gas is a 
physical constant, and is not changed by 
pressure; and the selective condensation of 
vapors under very high pressure (up to 
1,000 pounds per square inch) upon hot coils 
higher in temperature than the critical tem- 
perature of part of the gases present prom- 
ises to give important and valuable results 
not only in the preparation of liquid gas 
but also in other refining operations. In its 
nature the new process of refining is en- 
tirely different from the ordinary method 
of fractionation by distillation. 

“The material which condenses upon the 
last coil in the series consists of ethane and 
propane, two gases which may be readily 
changed to the liquid condition by pressure 
and cooling, but whose boiling points under 
normal conditions of pressure are many de- 
grees below O° C. That these gases, lique- 
tied and contained in strong steel cylinders, 
vould form an ideal illuminant, seemed evi- 
dent, and I at once carried on further ex- 
periments to determine the possibility of so 
Producing and utilizing them. 


CONSOLIDATES IDEAS. 


“At about this time my attention was 
called to the work which was being done 
by Mr. Frank P. Peterson of Grove City, 
Pa, and of Mr. C. L. Kerr of Pittsburg, 
Pa. Both of these gentlemen were making 


efforts to harness the enormous supply of 


energy which was slipping away in the 


form of wasted natural gas. Mr. Peterson 
had made successful efforts to condense the 
lighter gases remaining after the separa- 
tion of gasoline from natural gas, and to 
obtain a liquid product which he believed 
might be suitable for use as a substitute for 
Pintsch gas in the lighting of cars; and Mr 
Kerr and his cousin, Mr. A. N. Kerr, had 
also carried out experiments along a some- 
what similar line. We all realized that the 
problem, which we had each approached 
from a different angle, was capable of solu- 
tion by the joint methods which had been 
worked out; and, making use of the liquid 
product produced through the stage-com- 
pression method of Mr. Peterson, | found 
it possible to effect, by the method which 
| already explained, a complete rectilication 
of the material, thus obtaining a liquid gas 
which could at all times be produced of uni- 
form quality, and without the waste of any 
portion of the original gas. 

“The results which had been obtained are 
now so well known that it is not necessary 
for me to refer to them in detail. Tests 
made with great care have shown that it is 
possible to produce from natural gas, by 
a combination of the methods of stage com- 
pression and rectification, not only gasoline 
of the most excellent quality and equal in 
every respect to the best grades of refinery 
product, but in addition to recover all of 
the ethane, propane and butane as a liquid 
gas in such a form as to make it a con- 
venient, safe, clean and cheap method of 
lighting isolated dwellings, such as country 


homes, seaside resorts, lighthouses and 
light buoys, ete. 

“The name ‘Gasol’ has been given to the 
liquid gas produced by the new process. 
When under a pressure of 500 pounds to the 
square inch it exists as a clear, transparent 
liquid. When the pressure is lessened it 
changes into gas, and at normal or atmos- 
pheric pressure this gas is, unlike the gas 
produced by blowing air through gasoline. 
for example, extremely dry, and does not 
give any liquid condensate in the pipes, ete 
all of the hydrocarbons which so condense 
having been separated in the process of rec- 
tification, and going into the gasoline prod- 
uct. One volume of liquid Gasol produces 
about 350 volumes of gas upon release of 
pressure, and the gas so produced has a 
heating value of about 22,000 calories per 
liter, or about 2,400 B. t. u. per cubic foot 
When it is remembered that the heating 
value of ordinary coal gas is only about 
600 B. t. u. per cubic foot, and manufac- 
tured oil gas is less than 650 B. t. wu. 
per cubic foot, it will be seen that 
the new gas has about four times the 
heat-producing capacity, when equal vol- 
umes are considered, of either coal gas or 
manufactured oil gas. In addition its flame 
temperature is much higher, being decided- 
ly higher than the flame temperature of nat- 
ural gas or any other of the common gases 
used for heating. The flame temperature 
of ordinary natural gas burning in air is 
about 2150°, and the flame temperature of 
ethane burning in air is about 2205°. The 
flame temperature of the new gas is about 
2300°, and since the amount of light pro- 
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duced from the Welsbach mantle bears an 
important relation to the temperature ot 
the flame the reason is here seen for the 
remarkable brilliancy of the light produced 
by the new gas, which excels in this respect 
all gases previously known 

“It must be remembered that the prep 
aration of liquid products from natural gas 
is itself not new, and liquid gas has been 
prepared for years from oil by destructive 
distillation, and also from coal and from 
natural gas. In connection with the prep- 
aration of a high-pressure liquid gas from 
natural gas, Mr. Frank P. Peterson has 
made important inventions, and Mr. C. L 
Kerr, Mr. A. N. Kerr, Mr. T. G. Phinney, 
and others have done very important pio- 
neer work. The new process of preparing 
a liquid gas of perfectly homogeneous na 
ture and uniform composition is the culmi- 
nation of the work of many men, and of 
several years of experimenting. 

“No manual adjustment is necessary with 
the new gas. It is perfectly uniform in 
composition and in action, and in all ex- 
periments so far made it seems to afford 
an ideal medium for the lighting of light- 
houses, light buoys, and all similar pur- 
poses, and for the lighting of isolated dwell- 
ings of all kinds.”

Drills Wisconsin Inspectors 
In the Art of Testing Oils 


Wisconsin state oil inspectors were 
drilled in the work of the department at a 
school of instruction, held in the Capitol at 
Madison April 22. 

The meeting was called for the purpose 
of discussing matters pertaining to the in 
spection of gasoline and kerosene. A new 
set of rules and regulations prepared by 
State Oil Inspector Louis F. Meyer for the 
guidance of the deputies was explained. 

Chief Deputy Dexter Witte compared 
the testing instruments of the fifty-four 
deputies with the department’s standards. 
It is considered remarkable that none of 
the thermometers was found to vary more 
than a half degree from the standards, al- 
though some of the instruments had been 
in use for more than ten years. 

This meeting was the first of the kind 
ever held in Wisconsin, and is pointed to as 
taking the oil inspection department from 
politics. Conventions of the deputies have 
been held in previous years, but only for 
political purposes. This meeting was open 
to the public, and not one word of politics 
was spoken. 

In addressing the men Mr. Meyer frank- 
ly admitted that the department had been 
inefficient in the past, in part because of its 
political activities. Now that the depu- 
ties are under civil service, he said, he 


would expect them to enforce all of the 
provisions of the statute. 

soth Mr. Meyer and Mr. Witte in their 
talks emphasized the necessity for enforce: 
ment of the “Red Can” law, which requires 
that every package, can or barrel contain 
ing gasoline be painted red and bear the 
word “Gasoline.” Other provisions of the 
Wisconsin statute are that no kerosene he 
sold having a flash test lower than 105 or a 
lire test lower than 125. It is also provided 
that all kerosene and gasoline be inspected. 
and branded as to its Beaume gravity. The 
gravity of these products is made known to 
purchasers through the medium of placards 
in stores and tank wagon sale tickets. 

The most important change made in thi 
instructions for the deputies is that trials 
for flash and fire tests shall be made at 
live-degree intervals instead of every two 
degrees, as has been the custom in the past 
This change was made to conform with 
Taglhabue’s directions for the use of the 
open cup tester.

Texas Co. Shows Why Public 
Shouldn’t Use Old Oil Tests 


From “Lubrication,” published and copyright, 1911, By The Texas Co. 


Phe question of standardizing material for 
any manufacturing or engineering work is a 
perennial one. It includes the value of the 
material as shown under the condition of use, 

which value will vary as the methods 1m 
prove—and also the limitations which should 
he placed upon a material in order to secure 
the proper efficiency \s the knowledge of 
materials and the uses to which these ma- 


terials, and new materials as they come up, 


can be put, the question of standard is con 
stantly changing and the ideas and specifica 
tions of a generation ago are discarded today. 

Illustrations of this changing condition in 
the matter of standards and specifications for 
material involved in any class of work can be 
cited from a number of lines of manutacture 
and trade. The specifications which obtained 
twenty years ago for the manufacture of 
armor plate for naval vessels would be so 
obsolete as to be laughable to any well-in 
formed steel engineer or chemist at the pres 
ent time. The introdvction of carbon, vana 
dium phosphorous, aluminum and other metals 
into the manufacture of steel, has introduced 
so many conditions which were not under- 
stood a few years ago, that the requirements 
in specifications and standards for anumber of 
lines of work have been altered entirely dur 
ing this time. New discoveries which are oc- 
curring every day, new materials, the values 
of which are being constantly discovered, 
make it necessary to rewrite the standards 
and alter the specifications to suit the new 
conditions, in order that these standards and 
specifications shall have some value in exact- 
ing the proper limitations from the manufac- 
turer, and shall not be mere arbitrary limi 
tations imposed on the material on account 
of precedent. 

These statements ~are particularly true of 
the oil industry, where the tests that have 
been carried from the refiner to the general 
public represent the methods in vogue at the 
refinery for securing uniformity in manufac- 
ture, and are only useful in comparing oils 
made from the same crudes or a mixture of 


crudes. 


\ number of years ago, when the oil busi 
ness was contined to a small section of thi 
country and practically every refiner worke 
the same class of crude oil, such tests had 
least a comparative value. As, however, th 
production of oil spread over a number ot 
states, bringing into use crudes having various 
general chemical ard physical characteristics. 
the comparative value formerly contained in 
these tests was necessariy lost and they rep 
reset today, except in one or two instances 
obsolete and arbitrary methods of specifying 
which do not agree with the present inform: 
tion as to the value of different oils for an 
purpose.

Kissling wa- 
one of the first to introduce a method 

analysis which will permit the determinaiion

heating lubricating oils for fifty hours and 
ioting the precipitable asphaltic and tarry 
matters after that time. It has been further 


developed in the writer’s laboratory, and it 


an be stated that it enables us now to de 
termine the actual value of a lubricating oil 
much better than any other way. 

Without going into a detailed description 


of these methods, | would say that their 


basic principles are as follows: 

1. Heating the oil at a certain fixed tem 
perature for a certain number of hours. 

2. Precipitating the asphalt formed by 
means of petrol ether or ether alcohol. 

3. Determining the so-called tar or coke 
value in the oils before and after heating 
by means of caustic soda and benzol. 

4. Determining the change in fluidity by 
quantitative method. 

5. Emulsion test of oil with water at 
Various temperatures. 

We could also mention new methods for 
the valuation of gas oils, fuel oils, and what 
is of great significance for itself, asphalts, 
but discussion of these topics will have to 
he waived. All that may be said here is 
that in devising specilications for any prod- 
uct, we should never lose sight of the ne- 
cessity that our tests should represent 
actual values, and mean something to both 
the consumer and the manufacturer. If 
gasoline is tested, the tests should tell some- 
thing about its efficiency in motors; if gas 
oil is tested, figures should be given describ- 
ing its gas-making value, etc. 

Nowhere has there been more abuse by 
meaningless figures than in the petroleum 
industry, and in fact in all bituminous prod- 
ucts, and it is the writer’s desire that the 
tume shall come when this condition shall 
cease. It is here, like in a great many 
other things of life, that before new seeds 
ean be planted the soil must be freed from 
the weeds. Thus, if the above remarks 
shall cause a fertile discussion of these 
matters, and result in some progress and 
light, in these regions, the writer's hopes 
for it are amply realized.

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Leather Oils—Kind and Use

Leather belts, harness, boot and shoe 
leather, require as much attention in regard 
to lubrication as machinery. 

Hides, when deprived of their natural lu- 
bricating moisture, become dry and easily 
break. When converted into leather for 
belts, harness, boots and shoes, they would 
soon become useless for wear were it not 
for the interposition of the fatty lubricants 
known as “leather stuffings’” which relieve 
the frictional action of fiber against fiber, of 
which leather is composed. 

The more volatile those fatty lubricants 
are the oftener they require renewal, lest 
the frictional heat and the abrasion of the 
fibers against each other, heat, burn, and 
destroy them. Unless the frictional action 
of fiber against fiber is relieved by constant 
lubrication, the frictional heat will destroy 
the leather. 

lor this purpose leather oils for lubricat- 
ing, water-proofing, softening and preserv- 
ing leather are manufactured. Their func- 
tion is like the process of lubricating ma- 
chinery—they absorb the frictional heat 
generated by constant wear and friction of 
fiber against fiber and vaporize with it into 
space exactly as in lubricating machinery. 
Neatsfoot oi], coon oil, tallow oil, cotton- 
seed oil, fish oils, wool fat, tallow, castor 


oil and rosin oil are principally used in the 


manufacture of leather lubricating oils. 
They are much intermixed and adulterated 
with all kinds of petroleum oils. It has been 


stated that oil is not necessary to the plia- 


bility of leather, as water is as efficient if

the leather is kept wet with it, as shown b 
the pliability of the moist skin when take: 
from the animal. 

The moisture which gives the skin of ani 
mals its pliability is, however, not water 
but an albuminous and slightly ammoniaca! 
oily liquid. By salting the skins on th: 
flesh side, we extract the watery part of this 
fluid and leave the albuminous oily com 
pound, and if we keep skins submerged in 
water for some time they gradually decom 
pose and rot away.

When we treat skins of buffalo, deer, etc., 
by rubbing in on the fleshy side alum, salt- 
peter and salt, the watery fluid is quickly 
absorbed by the dry salts and leaves be- 
tween the fibers of the skin the oily and 
albuminous part in chemical combination 
with the bases of the salts in the form of 
insoluble oleites. In many cases, especially 
in the preparation of kid leather, additional 
oily compound is given in the form of yolk 
of egg and the precipitate of oleite of al- 
bumina on the fibers is thereby increased. 

WATER NOT PRACTICABLE. 

It would be very inconvenient to employ 
water to keep the leather of our boots and 
shoes pliable, because of its spreading the 
pores and admitting cold air, and unless 
always kept wet the leather would become 
dry and hard and rigid. 

But, in order that oil may soften leather, 
its way should be prepared by previously 
dampening it with water; water 1s repellant 
to oil and as it evaporates draws the oil 
into the substance and the fibers of the 
leather. Leather belts, after being freed 
from dirt and dust by washing with soap- 
water should, when drying, be applied with 
leather oil. 

In the manufacture of leather for belting, 
for harness and boots and shoes, the skin 
of oxen, horses, cows and calves and other 
animals are first salted on the flesh side for 
transport to the tanneries; they are then 
washed and for some time left immersed in 
a lime bath to loosen the hair, which is then 
removed by mechanical means, and_ the 
flesh side is shaved clean. The skins are 
then again thoroughly washed and semi- 
dried, immersed in baths of tanbark, su- 
mach or other astringents where they re- 
main until the albuminous fluids are de- 
stroyed and the fibers thoroughly impreg- 
nated with the tannic acid. They are then 
drained and hung up to dry. 

To produce softer leather, like French 
calfskins, and make it waterproof and more 
durable, the skins are, by a patent process 
of the writer, retanned (“double tanned”). 
They are, after the first tanning with tan- 
nic acid and drying, immersed and _ thor- 
oughly manipulated in a lukewarm bath of 
neutral oleite of soda, then drained off and 
nearly dried, immersed in a solution of sul- 
phate of alumina whereby an_ insoluble 
oleite of alumin is precipitated around the 
fibers and the skins are then repeatedly agi- 
tated in baths of warm water until all ad-

hering sulphate of soda is washed out. The 
skins are then again semi-dried and curried 
in the usual way with “valve-oleum leather 
water proofing and preservative oil,” or 
with neatsfoot oil or train oil and tallow, 
to give the skins an increased weight, the 
oils being deeply colored with finest lamp- 
black and the skins are given their glossy 
finish in the usual manner. 


Harness leather and boot and shoe leath- 


er are treated in like manner. Belt-leather 
is only tanned by the tanbark process and 
is finished with tallow and train oil, with- 
out coloring. “Valve-oleum waterproofing 
and preservative oil is made with oleite of 
alumina and neatsfoot oil, the coloring, 
lampblack, being finely ground with neats- 
foot oil. 


Many kinds of leather oils are manufac- 
tured with train oil and tallow oil with co- 
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pious admixtures of petroleum residuum
